MeKIUm SILVER BILL 


THE MOKXM.ZT 


The House yesterday passed the MeKin- 


ley Silver bill, and tba JOU&SAII hail* it us 
an omen of free coinage in the near future. 
It is not a* good as a free coinage bill, 
bat it is the nest tbwg to it, and should it 
become a l»w will be an immense advant- 
ige to the people of the United States, and 
particularly to as of Nevada. If we can 
not have turkey' Bluffed on Thanksgiving 
Day, we will take th» turkey without the 
stuffing, and bide a time until we can get 
the stuffing thrown in. The bill directs the 
purchase of $4,500,000 worth of American 
silver ballton per month— $54,000,000 a 
a year. That is more silver than is pro- 
duced in the United States. 
The inevita- 


ble result will be that silver will soon be at 
a parity with gold, and when it is, the bill 
provides there shall be free coinage 
Against this bullion shall be isined silver 
certificates, which are made a legal tender 
for all debts, public or private. 
We do 


not clearly understand the bullion redemp- 
tion feature of the bill, or its purpose, but 
no man will want his certificates redeemed 
in bullion, wheu the bill provides they can 
be redeemed in coin . If this feature is ob- 
jectionable we hope the Senate will strike 
it ont. Bat all the other provisions strike 
us as favorable to the cause of silver, and 
in the interest of the people. Revolutions 
never go backward. If the test proves that 
the results produced are not just what the 
people of this country demand they will 
never ceasa fighting until the right pre- 
vails. We can trust the House and Senate 
not to willfully and maliciously pass a 
measure to injure the Amenoin people. 
In this adv&nced a^e no political party dare 
make such a move. It is absurd to think 
that the Representatives of the people de- 
i re to retard the growth or g -estness or 
prosperity of this country. Bnsponsive to 
the popular demand they will "le»p on try- 
ing until the greatest good sht.ll be guar- 
anteed to the greatest number. la these 
times and under all circumstances the 
JouENiL has faith that the great American 
Congress will legislate for the great Ameri- 
can people, and out of the financial chaos 
will come a satisfactory silver bill.

FREE COINAGE. 


EDITOB NEVADA STATE JOTTENAL —The 


result of to-day's vote in the United States 
House of Representatives is, in my ofinioo, 
exceedingly encouraging to the friends ol 
free coinage. It is true that the House 
rejected free coinage by a vote of 111 to 
110, but doubtless some who voted with the 
majority lelt themselves bound by the 
Republican caucus action to support the 
bill which passed. The bill will now go to 
the Senate, and if that body shall change it 
10 as to provide for free coinage it will 
return to the Bouse, and the question will 
be whether the House will agree to the 
Senate substitute. Upon that question 
there has been, and probably will be, no 
caucus action to embarrass members, and 
free coinage muy win the day. The roll- 
call demonstrated that it needs only a 
change of nine votes to pass free coin- 
age in the House, and in the meantime that 
number of gentlemen may hear from their 
constituencies in a way that will induce 
them to abandon the mono-metallic cause 
Certainly the debates and votes shoff that 
the whole country la becoming aroused on 
the subject, and the more extended and 
active the agitation the more certain will be 
the ultimate triumph of bimetallism.

It provides also that the 
instant silver was on a par with gold, that 
very instant there would be free and un- 
limited coinage of silver. The Democrats 
knew they would not gtt free coinage when 
they were ia the majority. They knew 
they conld not get it now and to defeat this 
bill was to defeat all silver legislatun.

C, special says when the fleet of sailing 
schooners sailed from here several weeks 
ago some of the officers declared positively 
they would make better catches than during 
last year, and that the United States rev- 
enue cutters would not low any of tbe 
schooners into Port Townsend as was dene 
last year, and sell their skins for the bene- 
fit of the United States. It is now stated 
that before the sailing vessels left here the 
captains agreed npon a plan of established 
rendezvous for the entire sealing fleet at 
Sand Point or Aleutian Archipelago. There 
keepers will be maintained and when the 
schooner has made a catch, °' from three 
hundred to five hundred skins she will put 
in at Sand Point and discharge cargo. The 
skios will be concealed so that if the rev- 
enue officers should raid the place they 
would find nothing. Cruising about Sand 
Point will be a fast steamer chartered for 
the season and when enough skins have 
been secured to make np a cargo the 
steamer will leave for Victoria returning to 
take tbe remainder of the cargo. The 
vessel will be swift enough to elude either 
of the United States revenue cutters Bush 
or Bear. The date for putting the plan 
into operation it is stated was June 1st. 


A Large Beef Incorporation.

IT SHELTERED WASHINGTON. 


A Heote •» Bye Whet* tfce President 


Hept One Hudred Tears Aft. 


There is » home standing on the port road, 


to the Tillage of Rye, Oat I* an object ol 
special interest 
I* sheltered President 


Washington 100 years ago. On Oct. 15,1789, 
Washington lett New York In his coach, 
drawn by four flue horses, accompanied by 
Us private and official secretaries. It was 
the beginning of that journey to New Eng- 
land which the President desired'should be 
unostentatious, but which', the people of all 
ranks made an occasion for tbe expression ot 
the love and reverence they deeply felt. He 
arrived in the village of Bye, a distance of 
twenty-elx miles from New York, in tbe latter 
part of the day, and found rest for the night 
ot the inn kept at that time by Mrs. Eavl- 
land, a name not uncommon In the neighbor- 
hood to-day. This is the note in Washing- 
ton's journal, written at the evening hour: 


"Thursday, Oct 15, 1789.—After dinner, 


through frequent light showers, we proceeded 
to the tavern of a Mrs. Haviland, at Rye, 
who keeps a very neat and decent inn." 


This is his entry concerning the road and 


the impression made upon him by the coun- 
try: 


"The road for the greater part—Indeed, the 


whole way—was very rough and stony, but 
the land strong, well covered with grass and 
a luxuriant crop of Indian corn. The farms 
are very close together, and separated, as 
ona inclosure also is from another, by fences 
of stone, which are indeed easily made, as 
the country is immensely stony. After pass- 
ing Honeneck, six milea distant (east) from 
Rye, the road i* hilly mid immanaely atony, 
and trying to wheels and carriages." 


On his return, while spending the night 


again at Mrs. Eaviland'i, Washington writes 
in his Journal: 


"The badness of theseroadahavtog been de- 


scribed as I went, I shall say nothing of them 
•ow." 


How different would be bis comments 


conld he ride over the same road today, 
which has been macadamised so beautifully. 


A few words about this quiet village may 


be of interest to more than local readers. As 
one is carried by on the swift trains of tbe IT. 
T. and N. H. R. R. he is not even aware that 
he is passing through a village; much less 
that it is a village whose history is of more 
than ordinary interest. It lies only about 
two miles from the boundary separating the 
states of New York and Connecticut. The 
shore of the Sound, lying not more than a 
mile from the center of the village, was a fa- 
vorite resort of the Indians, who made an 
annual encampment or visit long after the 
settlement of the village. 


Evidences that the locality of Aye Beach 


was once inhabited by many Indians abound. 
Warlike and domestic implements have fre- 
quently been unearthed; skeletons of In- 
dians have been found in various excava-, 
tions; while tradition affords many accounts 
of their presence and habita. But the prox- 
imity of Rye to the state boundary line and 
to the shore of tbe Sound rendered thesectlon 
debatable ground, armies and ships being the 
arguments employed in turn by the Dutch, 
the British and the Americans. During the 
revolution it lay between the outposts of the 
opposing-forces. Hasty and cruel incursions 
were frequent, so that at the dose of the war 
the desolated homes and the poverty of the 
people presented a pitiable sight. Need we 
wonder, then, that the journey of the Great 
Deliverer was made the occasion for even the 
most extravagant expressions of gratitude 
and reverence!

NEVADA REPUBLICANS 


Again Telegraph East in the Cause of 


Silver. 


At a special meeting of the Republican 


State Central Committee the following res- 
olutions was unanimously adopted:
